His ascent to power was short and 
easy, yet in every grade from Captain 
to President he has maintained him- 
self with propriety and dignity. There 
has been throughout his promotion a 
consistent growth and strengthening 
which has prepared him for further 
honors. It has been through compe- 
tency and personal strength that 
Grant found his way to the Presiden- 
tial chair, and with firmness in his 
own ideas of right he has ruled the 
nation through eight troubled years. 

We deem it well that Hayes comes 
into power after such areign. His 
policy as outlined could not have ob- 
_ tained in 68, but we have many hopes 
tor its perfect success to-day. Grant 
felt it necessary that the conqueror 
gbould rule.

European Affairs. 


us a feeble insight into the diplomacy 
which has been for several days, and. 
is to-day, keeping Europe agitated. 
The diplomats are playing a deep 
game of political chess. Nobles are 
checked, then ‘ entrapped and by 
strategy escape. 

Each nation watches the others as 
keenly as itis possible for Bismarck, 
Derby, Gortschakoff and Andrassy to 
do. Turkey bas been defiant and cruel. 
She is not ‘strong, and yet there is not 
a power in Europe that dares attack 
her. Fully one-third of her subjects 
rebelled and took up arms to protect 
themselves from tyrannies which the 
enlightened powers acknowledged and 
tondemined, and yet they were beaten, 
and the pagans received clandestine 
‘aid from the most enlightened Christ- 
ian nation of Europe. 

Russia has been seeking for months 
to redress the grievances which are a 
stench in the nostrils of Europe, but 
the other Powers became suddenly 
jealous of Russia’s aggressions and 
bolstered up the sick man. A confer- 
ence of the Powers was held last 
December in Constantinople to re- 
strain Turkey in her barbarities and 
to secure a representation and afford 
protection to Christians of the Danu- 
bian principalities. Turkey gave an 
unsatisfactory acquiescence to the 
wish of the Powers and has since 
partly violated the letter and spirit of 
her agreement. To-day Turkey is 
sadly misgoverned and the rights of a 
large part of her subjects very griev- 
ously imposed on. A Russian Minis- 
ter is ing England and one in France 
on a special mission to confer with 
these countries as to the best plan of 
solving the vexed Eastern question. 

A protocol was signed by the other 
Powers, and yesterday the English 
Cabinet met to consider its terms. A 
cablegram says: As proposed, it does 
not contain any engagement to use 
evasion in any form. The powers will 
e a their diplomatic influences in 
favor of reform, but further than this 
they will not go. No time is fixed 
within which the powers are to use 
their influence, or after which they 
are to consider their efforts to 
have failed. When the proposal 
which Lord Derby submits to his 
colleagues has been accepted by other 
European Powers, it is expected Rus- 
sia will declare herself satisfied, and 
the demobilization of her army will 
follow in due course. A protocol to 
be signed by the Powers is from an 


agreement which has found most 
favor. There has as yet been no de- 
fining of the latter rule, and the con- 
dition of the provinces which origin- 
ated the seat of insurrection is pitia- 
ble in the extreme. The Powers will 
become once more sureties for the 
Turkish Government, and should they 
fail the end must come at last.
